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PREFACE 


AN EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


In order to prolong the life of REVISED CODES OF MONTANA, 1947, 
‘and to provide for the substantial and constant increase in new legislation, 
a program to replace volumes that have become too cumbersome was in- 
augurated with the approval of the Montana Bar Association. By elimi- 
nating obsolete material and inserting new laws and decisions as found in 
the pocket supplements of the volumes to be reissued, the 1947 Codes 
may be continued and used to full advantage for years to come. 


The tremendous amount of new legislation since publication of the 1947 
Codes increased the size of the supplement to the General Index so that 
further supplementation of Volume Nine was virtually impossible. Further, 
the number of changes in existing index entries and the amount of new 
entries necessitated by additional laws and amendments made it imperative 
that a revised, up-to-date Index be prepared. 


The primary purpose in revising the Index was to bring the material 
therein to date in all respects and remove references that are no longer 
accurate or correct and generally to improve the utility of the Index to 
the user. To this end, an open letter was sent to the Bench and Bar of 
the State of Montana asking for suggestions and criticisms. Wherever 
possible, these suggestions were utilized in revising the Index. 


Prior to this Replacement, Volume Nine contained not only the General 
Index but also the Table of Correspondirig Code Sections and the Table 
of Session Laws. These tables were moved from Volume Nine and included 
in Part One of Volume One replaced in 1957. Thus, despite its expan- 
sion, we were able to contain the General Index in one book. 


This revised General Index covers enactments of the legislature through 
the Thirty-fifth Legislative Assembly of 1957 whether such laws are found 
in the bound volumes of the 1947 Codes or in the supplements thereto. 
The index to the Acts of the Thirty-sixth Legislative Assembly of 1959 
and all future sessions of the Legislature will be found in the supplement 
to Replacement Volume Nine. 


Keen appreciation is extended to Wesley W. Wertz, code commissioner 
of the 1947 Codes, for his able assistance and advice in the preparation 
of this Replacement.
